THE ONLY WAY. 


Premier MacDonald says the greatest problem 
of the British Government is to get Europe to ae 
cept the Dawes’ plan and put it into operation. Tf 
he is referring to the importance of the matter, 
and not to the difficulties, there will be common 
consent. The plan seems to be the one and only 
workable scheme 


in sight for re-establishing in 


dustry and trade in the old world 
The vcry importance of it, and the lack of 
alternatives, should go far to make acceptance 


easy, carly and certain. The Allies have nothing 
1o lose by it, and at least a chance to collect some 
thing; while for Germany there is no other way 
back into the world markets where it must do 
business to live. To reject the proposal would be 
to leave things as they have been. It would surels 
be a peculiar plan that would not be preferred to 
that, by any of the nations concerned 


THE WHY OF IT. 


One witness at the Winnipeg inquiry admitted 
that lie had bought coal for fifty cents per ton 
and unloaded it on the Militia Department at

Perhaps it also helps 
to explain why Alberta operators have found it 
so difficult to popularize Alberta coal among 
Winnipeg householders

J, J, Shaw, the seismologist, of 
West Bromwich, obtained a recora 
of the earthquake on his instru- 
ment, He stated yesterday that 1 
was most unusual to record an Ene 
lish earthquake This v@s the first 
of which he had a record since 1916 
though on one occasion since then 
he might have obtained a recora, 
but his instrument was not work- 
ing that day, Mnglish earthquakes, 
aos m rule, were so slight that tho 
waves did not travel many miles, 
and consequently were not recorded, 
On Friday night the shock was tei 
thirteen seconds before a quarter to 
11 o'clock, and the earth tremors 
lasted for about five minutes, Tt was 
usual for the ground to continue to 
tremble for @ considerable time 
after a shock, The tirst movement 
was from east, The record was very 
peculiar and the Indications were 
that the shock was only a compar- 
atively few miles, instend of, as 
was usually the case, thousands or 
mi!os away,

Not only did the Celtic-Cornish 
possess o distinct language but as is 
not generally known even in Corn- 
wall they shared with the Gaels of 
Highland Scotland both the kilt and 
the bagpipe.
